Three acts of the state legislature 


and the office of coroner were knocked 
but yesterday afternoon by Judge Cur- 


I ler In his decision rendered in the now 
'famous suit brought by Coroner J. .T. 
Read to collect fees alleged to be due 
him from Washoe county. 
This suit was demurred to by Attor- 


neys Craig and Price, who represented 
the county, on the ground that Read 
did not legally hold the office of coro- 
ner. This contention was based on the 
allegation that the acts of 1883, 1899 
and .1905, creating the office of coro- 
ner, are invalid. According to the act 
of 1861 justices of the peace were de- 
clared ex-offlclo coroners; the next 
act ,that of 1883, declared that public 
administrators be.ex-officiao coroners; 
the act of 1899 was Intended to repeal 
this and make justices'of the .peace 
coroners again. Then came the act of 
1905, 
which made public administra- 
tors the coroners In all counties of 
over 2000 voters. This included AVas- 
hoe county. 
Judge Curler holds that the 1883 act 


Is invalid technically; that of 1899 
was also ddclded by him in a former 
suit to have been defective and finally 
the last act is invalid because dis- 
criminating against ail counties but 
Washoe. So the act of 1861 Is rein- 
stated and there is no coroner except 
the justices of the peace. 
Coroner Read, through his attor- 
neys. Dodge & Parker, will appear the 
case. 
Judge Curler stated his regret at 


being forced to the concluslo/n he 
had come to and paid high'compli- 
ment to. Coroner Read for his falthfu' 
and efficient work. 
Local attorneys are greatly interest- 


ed in the case. Some declare It wil 
entail endlesa complications, for, they 
say. if Read is not now, he never has 
been coroner, and neither, have his 
predecessors, acting under the three 
statutes since 1883 
been 
coroners 
Their acts have thus been robbed o 
legality and some say that a suit foi 
the return of rr.oneys paid them for 
their services 'could be successfully 
prosecuted. 
, 
This it is not likely will be clone, a' 
Read was elected honestly by the 
people and has acted faithfully an in 
telllsently. filling capably the clifflcul 
duties of his office. 
Public Administrator Read was seel 


yesterday with reference to the de 
cision and said he will surely

Senator Newlands and the Californians

HE problem of finding 
ways and means for 


rebuilding San Francisco, 
and for re-estabhshmg its 
man> -sided commercial, in- 
dustrial, and social hfe, is 
still unsolved. The devel- 
opments of the past week 
have not made the problem 
less serious than it appear- 
ed in the days immediately 
following the disaster.

The latest estimate of

This is a vast aiim, >et we are beginning to real- 
ize that the actual loss did not end when the 
earth ceased to tremble and the last spark of tlie 
great conflagration was extinguished The 


daily and hourly loss of a great population, inter- 
rupted m the pursuit of its accustomed business 
and pleasure 


San Francisco has lost not merely business 


blocks, hotels, factories, markets, theatres, and 
banks, together with the contents of these build- 
ings, but it has lost its productive poiver for the 
time being 
Eventual!), \\e shall know the real 


cost of the disaster in dollars and cents. No one 
can do more than guess at it now, but only the 
slightest thought is requin-cl to show that the 
suspension of the activities of a great population 
for a considerable period must add very mater- 
ially to the visible total 


It is >et too early to say what effect the disas- 


ter \\ ill have upon the standing of California in- 
vestments in the East and abroad 
A careful 


study of the eastern newspapers and magazines 
shows that the superb spirit in which San Fran- 
cisco itself faces the future finds nothing but 
sjmpathy'and admiration, and that faith in the 
ultimate outcome of the disaster is universal. No 
one doubts that the metropolis will be rebuilt and 
that it will be a fairer and a grander city than 
even before 
Tins general confidence certainly 


furnishes substantial ground for the hope that 


that they had not been consulted in the matter, 
and one of them said "the proposition doesn't 
ook good to me." Senator Newlands said he de- 
iberately refrained from consulting the Califor- 
nia senators because he feared it would be etn- 
jarrassing for them to ask such unusual aid for 
their State 


With San Francisco lying prostrate, it would 


seem that etiquette was not the most urgent fea- 
ture of the situation. The need of the'hour was 
to enlist the aid of sonUe one big enough for the 
occasion, and td do it with the utmost prompt- 
ness. Uncle Sam is big enough^ and Senator 
Newlands appealed to Uncle Sam while the ashes 
of San Francisco were yet hot. It is perfectly 
obvious that if he had not done precisely as he 
did, the appeal would not have found a voice in 
Congress, for the present, at'least. 


However unpopular the. action of Senator 


Newlands mlay be with the members of the Cali- 
fornia delegation, it is not unpopular with the 
masses of California people. His resoultion, and 
especially his defense of it in reply to notorious 
corporation senators, evoked the wannest ap- 
proval in many different quarter*.

there is no newspaper in California which is 
usually in'less agreement with'him that the Los 
Angeles Times, yet the Times said nothing worse 
than this:: 


"If it be true that Senator Newlands put his 


foot in it in his efforts to aid California, it was 


ital on the most-thrifty terms. In view of these' vast resoufces 
o{ public credit shall be used to only because he had put so much of his heart in

of thousands have lost a large share of their ac-

finance of the Senate, consider jointly the various 
plans for financial aid in the restoration of San 
Francisco, and that they report to congress whether 
or not it Is advisable or practicable for the national 
governmen to aid in the restoration of San Francisco, 
either by the guarantee of credit to the city of San 
Francisco, which will enable the city to secure at 
low rates of interest the money necessary for pub- 
lic works as well as the money necessary for the res- 
toration of the commercial, residential and manu- 
facturing buildings of San Francisco, to be loaned 
at fair rates of Interest to property owners upon note 
and mortgage, such guarantee of credit to be con- 
ditioned upon the approval by a commission to be 
appointed by the "President of the United States 
of the plans proposed and the expenditures made 
thereunder, or, whether It is practicable or advisable 
to promote the organization of a great financial cor- 
poration, national or state, half of which stock shall

any one imagine that the American people would 
discnminate against themselves in considering 
the two propositions? Of course not! Senator 
Newlands may be somewhat ahead of the proces- 
sion, but he is absolutely upon the right road. 
All his measures are designed to lighten the com- 
mon standard of living. Their ultimate triumph 
is as sure as the sunnse. 


If positive and aggressive action for the ben- 


efit of California must come from anywhere 
outside the stricken State, it was highly appro- 
propriate that it should come from Nevada. It 
would be be' extravagant to speak of Nevada as 
the mpther of .San, Francisco, but it wholly within 
>ounds to say that, next to California, Nevada 
las been the largest contributor to the greatness 
of San Francisco. 
No man could read the ac- 


count of the destruction wrought as the fire pro- 
gressed without being1 repeatedly reminded of 
this fact. Aa banks, business blocks, hotels, and 
palaces went down in smoke and flame, the 
famous names of Nevada were flashed to the 
ends of the earth. 


It was quite in keeping with the event that the 


first proposition really adequate to the restora- 
tion of the fallen city should be uttered in the 
halls of Congress by the senior Senator from Ne- 
vada.

HE country has awaited the expression of 
Mr Bryan's views in regard to the future of 


the Philippines ever since he set his face towards

He was very discree£ in what he 


said in the presence of the Filipinos themselves, 
a» he never forgot his obligation to his own coun- 
try and would not criticise it abroad, but in writ- 
ing letters to his o\yi countrymen he is able to 
express himself freely 
He stands for independ- 


ence, as he did in his campaign of 1900. Know- 
ing the problem well now by actual contact, he 
still believe, in the right of men to govern them- 
selves, and in the duty of the United States to 
teach the lesson of liberty \\herever its influence 
extends 


It is now eight years since the famous victory 


of Admiral Dtvvev m Manila Ba>. The United 
States knows much more than it did then about 
the danger and weakness of holding distant colo- 
nies ana subject peoples. It is no longer blinded 
by the glamor of commercial possibilities in such 
exploitation. If we had it to do over again, we 
would give absolute independence to the Philip- 
pines on the same terms that we gave it to Cuba, 
and we would not for a moment consider the pos- 
sibility of allowing the flag of the Republic to 
stand for empire 


Public sentiment on tins subject has been rev- 


olutionized during the past three years, and it 
will be to the everlasting glory of the Democratic 
partv that it has consistently stood upon the right 
side of the question. 


We shall go out of the colon} business in the 


Orient, and we shall take \erv good pains to keep 
out of it elsewhere The logical sequel is that we 
shaJl begin to appreciate the opportunities for de- 
velopment in our own country and begin to 
achieve at home the commercial greatness which 
we \«unly dreamed of abroad 
Ne\ada, for ex- 


ample, developed ami |x>pulatecl as. it might be, 
would be worth far more thin any tropical coloiiv 
in distant sea-, and Nevada is onl\ one of seven-

arc used in common and which admit of no suc- 
cessful competition.

have made up their minds that there is no such 
thing as regulating public utilities so long as they 
remain in private ownership. 
The people are 


tired of paying dividends on watered stock, and 
they are tired of liaving their politics controlled 
bv bosses and machines for the benfit of corpora- 
tions. Hence, they are taking their municipal 
ownership straight. 


The Democratic parry is now thoroughly iden-

To Reserve Coat Lands 


The government Is confronted with the serious 


question of conserving the fuel supply that remains 
In the public domain 
When the Indian bill was be- 


fore the senate recently the appMnt effort of the 
railroads to get absolute control of the coal fields In 
the Indian Territory was exposed by Senators LaFol- 
lette and Newlands 
These men are so Insistent that 


the Republicans were compelled to recede from their 
intention to surrender the great ooal deposits Into 
the hands of the trust and the provision permitting 
the disposal of the valuable coal lands* was modified. 


Senator Ncwlands has followed the question to 


Its logical issue by introducing a bill, which should 
receive the support of every clti/.cn In the country, 
as It would Insure a coal bupply to a large bectlon of 
the United btatcs, no matter what the coat trust 
might attempt to do 
Senatoi Now lands' measure Is 


self explanatory and provides ns follows. 


"That the President of the United States may, 


from time to time, set aside and reserve in any State 
or Territory having public lands underlaid by beds 
of coal or lignite of commercial value such areas as 
in his judgment, should be held for future disposal 
of the coal or lignite 
And the President shall by 


public proclamation declare the establishment of 
buch reservations and the limits thereof. The title 
to and the right to the use of the surface of such and 
may be disposed of In accordance with existing law 
all conveyances of title however, from the United 
States shall contain the provision that the coal or 
lignite underlying bald land Is reserved for-the Ube 
of the United States, together with such rights of way 
as may be necessary for the mjntn. and-removal of 
the coal or lignite, in accordance with commercial 
usages; such reservations shall be put under the con- 
trol of the Geological Survey of the Interior Depart- 
ment and the Secretary of the Interior shall report 
to the Congress nib recommendation regarding the 
best method ot disposing ol such co»! and lignite w't» 
a, view to preventing .monopoly and. «*tcrt}on»te 
price;
